UMAHvCKTTr,, Sept. :iO. — The steam 
barbie Kt r,-.iiaw ami the two schooners, 
Mouiilighc and Kent, weut ashore ou 
the Cboolay beach, four miles east of 
Marquette, at 4 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing, while trying to make this harbor. 
The schooners were driven high ou the 
;aiid beach aud will weather the sturiu. 
The Kershaw was drireu on a reef near- 
ly a mile from stiore aud broke in two 
iu the mjiddle. the bow being washed 
away. The outer bau of the boat is 
still on the rooks wltA a furious sea 
beating against it. 

The life saving crew reached the 
wreok at abont o o'clock aud took off 
nine of the orew. When returuiug to 
get the other fonr men of tha orew the 
boat cux>sized and the life raving orew 
had a narrow escape from death. When 
they reached shore half of tiiem were 
disabled from eold and one of them 
nearly dead. The boat wa-i so badly 
damaged us to be disabled. Another 
boat was manned at the station with 
part of the life saving crew and the 
volunteers, who reach the wreck at 3 
p. m., and rescued the four men who 
were in a yawl attached to th ' wreck 
by a cable and in a perilous situation.

ida Key.-) north of heio to --iMrcb lor 
lililiUNicriMS. The (Jonde de \",uiadito 
has been crui,Mng iu these uainisfor 
some tune li>ykiiig for lilibiistuicrs. It 
is the general opiuion that tiiil)usters 
havf arms and supplies secreted on the 
keys north of this city, and tne Spauish 
cruiser has eviueiiiiy beeu tryiug to 
liud them. 

Fisliermen who came in from the 
keys yesterday report tiiat Spanish ma- 
rines have been making a diligent 
search Tlie tishermen say tlie Goude 
de Vauadito has lauded searching par- 
ties almost ou every key where it would 
be l)o.s^lble for filibusters to rendezvous. 
'Ihis is i-onsiileied an outrage here, and 
u L'ross insult to FlurKia and the United 
Slates. 

Tlie keys belong to Florida and if 
Spain has a right to land searching 
p^es on tbe keys it also hns a right to 
land marines on tha wain land. Tha 
insult is oonsldered to be as outrageous 
as if the (Jonde de Vauadito bad lauded 
a partT to search the homss of citizens 
of Key West. Tha state department at 
Washington will be asked to investigate 
aud deinuud an apulogy from Spain 
forthwith. So much indignation has 
been aroused here by the report that it 
is feared the Spanish oonsul wiU be 
openly insulted.
